APHIDS MENACING 
FIELDS OF BARLEY 


LETHBRIDGE About two- 
thirds of Alberta's barley crop 18 
in danger of being wiped out by 
aphids, Dr. C. W. Farstad, head 
of the field crop insects laboratory 
at the Dominion science service 
laboratories here says 

Swarms of the tiny green in- 
sects have been blown into Alberta 
in the last few days from Mani- 
toba and Saskatchewan where the 
situation is also described as ser- 
10us, 

An estimated 3,600,000 acres of 
barley were seeded in Alberta this 
year—about 3,000,000 acres seeded 
after the late spring rains, This 
late-seeded barley is in the shot- 
blude stage and hundreds of the 
tiny sap-sucking insects have been 
found on a single plant . 

The aphids can suck an en- 
tire field dry in a few days, 

Added to the situation, supplies 
of malathion, a powerful insecti- 
cide used to kill aphids, are scarce, 

In southern Alberta, agricultural 
chemical companies are making 
special efforts to have insecticide 
flown in from New York and Win- 
nipeg. 

Dr. Fastad said the aphids situ- 
ation exists from the United States 
border to north of Edmonton,

Sex Crimes 


The prevention of sex crimes in 
Canada has been tragically neglected 
June Callwood reports in the current 
issue of Maclean’s magazine. 

Endeavoring to determine how 
many criminal sexual psychopaths 
der the Criminal Code as expanded 
have been sentenced in Canada un- 
in 1948, writer Callwood sent a tele- 
gram to each of the ten provincial 
attorneys-general, 

“The replies,” she reports, “reflect 
the indolence of the law: Saskat- 
chewan refused to ‘disclose any 
cases’; British Columbia and Quebec 
claimed to have no statistics; Al- 
berta, New Brunswick, Prince Ed- 
ward Island, Manitoba and New- 
foundland had sentenced none; Nova 
Scotia, one; Ontario, three.” 


The federal Commissioner of Peni- 
tentiaries, R, B. Gibson, listed the 
total number of criminal sexual 
psychopaths in Canadian prisons as 
nineteen, Miss Callwood adds. She 
explains that some of the disparity 
in the two sets of figures is due to 
those convictions obtained under the 
Criminal Code before it was expand- 
ed seven years ago. She adds: Al- 
berta, for instance, has two such 
convictions. The seven provinces 
that supplied figures to Maclean's 
had sentenced only four criminal 
sexual psychopaths in seven years.” 

The law added to the Criminal 
Code in 1948 provided for indeter- 
minate sentences for criminal sex- 
ual psychopaths. 

The Maclean's article points out 
that “although a law exists to lock 
away habitual sex criminals for life. 
it is almost never invoked. Al- 
though prison sentences and whip- 
pings are proved to be no deterrent

CORN LEAF APHID: During the 
past few days we have had numer- 
ous reports from district farmers 
that some unusual insect Was at- 
tacking the barley fields. I have 
checked several infested fields and 
am now able to report to you what 
this is. It is the corn leaf aphid and 
has been causing plenty of trouble 
in Manitoba and Saskatchewan. 
These aphids congregate on the 
leaves and stems of the barley plant 
and secrete a sticky substance which 
causes the leaves to roll up tight. 
Where the greatest damage may 
come is in the fact that the boot of 
the plant, which must open to let 
the head come through is tightly 
closed by the sticky secretion and 
cannot open, After the barley is 
headed there is little more cause for 
worry. Late seeded crops will suf- 
fer the most, 

The aphids are a dark green, about 
1 16th of an inch in length and are 
usually hidden within the sheath 
On grain plants. Control with chemi- 
cal is costly, about $1.50 per acre 
for the material. A new insecticide, 
Malathion is being used at the mini- 
mum rate of 1 to 1's pints per acre 
in 10 gallons of water.

Hunters Get 
New Look... 


The hunters of Alberta will have 
a new look in 1955. Not only that, 


but this year’s hunting regulations, 
released today by the Canadian 
Wildlife Service of the Department 


of Northern Affairs and National 
Resources show that there'll] be lots 
for sportsmen in the oil province to 
be happy about this autumn. The 
open season on migratory game birds 
has been extended, and the bag and 
possession limits for ducks have been 
raised in this province. 

The new look comes from the in- 
Auguration of a zoning system which

allel, and west along the 58th paral- 


Open season in the northern zone 
for ducks, geese, rails and coots, 
except wood ducks and Ross's goose, 
gins on September 1 and ends 
30. In the southern zone 
it s legal to shoot the game species 


Last vear the season didn't open 
until September 14, and colsed De- 
cember 4. The season on Wilson's 
snipe in the northern zone opens 
September 1 and closes September 
30. and im the southern zone this 
species is under hunting pressure 
from September 7 to October 8. 

The daily bag limit for ducks has 
been increased to 10, with an in- 
crease in the possession limit to 40 
birds, of which not more than 20 
may be species other than mallard. 
Other daily limits remain the same 
as last year — five geese, 10 rails 
and coots (in the aggregate), and 
eight Wilson's snipe. 

Shooting methods and weapons 
similiar to those in 1954, appear in 
the Migratory Bird Regulations, and 
On posters which will be available 
before the opening of the 1955 sea- 
son.
